Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The present invention creates a space between the fan surface and 
the bottom surface inlet from the bottom surface. Applicant presented arguments stating that there is no motivation to 
combine Furuhata and Wilton because Wilton's intake opening is formed on a side surface and not on a bottom surface 
where legs are formed.
